2. Claims 1 6-30 are pending. 

Response to Amendment 

3. Applicant has amended the claims to overcome the previous rejections to the claims 
under 35 USC 1 12 and 101 . Thus, the previous rejections to the claims under 35 USC 1 12 and 
101 are withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 16-30 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

6. As to claim 16,23,30 the prior art of record does not teach nor suggest the claimed cache 
device further having a second data area for storing a cache group table including group 
configuration information regarding a cache group including first data associated with the first 
cache device, second data associated with one or more additional cache devices, wherein the 
additional cache devices are connected to the same network and are members of the cache group, 
and including identifying data with content data controlled by the cache group and a controller 
that determines the data blocks that have deletion pending status and for controlling the status of 
the data blocks in deletion pending status according to a deletion pending list including entries 
having information corresponding to the data blocks in the deletion pending status. 

7. Claims 1 7-22,24-29 are also allowable for incorporating the limitations of claim 16/23, 
and further limitations.
